Peanuts are an Important crop 
down South—North Carolina, Geor­ 
g ia, Virg inia, Alabama, Texas and 
Florida are all larg e producers of 
peanuts. About a third of the pea­ 
nut crop is sold in the shell, roasted. 
The rect of the crop g oes to fac­ 
tories w here it is worked up into 
■peanut butter, peanut oil, candy and 
cookies. And, af course, part of the 
crop is French fried in hot oil, to 
make ¿alteci peanuts. 
The word “g oober” is the African 
name for peanuts, and Africa is still 
one of the g reat peanut countries; 
China is another. And do jou know 
that Marseillef, France, has the big ­ 
g est w’holesale market for peanuts? 
I’va been there, and I’ve seen thou­ 
sands of tons of peanuts pressed for 
salad oil. 
But let’s not g et away 
from the Southland. If y ou were in 
one of the “peanut towns” in harvest 
time y ou’d see mechanical peanut 
dig g ers at work in one field, hitched 
to modern tractors, and in the next 


I field perhaps there’d be a plow 
; drag g ed by mule power turning up 
the peanuts. 
The vines look Just 
, like pea-vines, and when the peanuU 
come out of the Eoil, especially if 
it’s sandy soil, they look something 
like silk cocoons, creamy white, and 
very smooth. 
After the vines have dried a little 
they ’re g athered up into shocks and 
allowed to stand for some three 
weeks before they ’re threshed. Then 
the peanuts are hauled away to the 
mill for the final processes of sort 
ing , g rading and ihclllng . 
Even the animals are interested 
in the peanut harvest 
The mules 
do their best to match a mouthful. 
And just let a pig g et loose! 
He’s 
off for the nearest peanut field at a 
g allop. 
Sometimes y ou’ll pasi a 
field where the nuts have been 
threshed and find it full of turkey s, 
peering around for stray peanuts 
where the vines have been stacked. 
They ’ll find enoug h cracked hulls to 
make their search worth while. 
Talking about pig s and peanuts 
reminds me p t a delicious dish, the 
recipe for which I am g oing to g ive 
y ou now. 
It is one of Georg e Rec­ 
tor’s favorites. 
Ham Baked With Peanut Butler 
Have a slice of ham cut about an 
inch thick. Place the meat in a bak­ 
ing dish, rub with bro'ftm sug ar, and 
spread w'ith peanut butter which 
has been softened with milk or 
cream. 
Cover -with fine dry bread 
crumbs. 
Surround the meat with 
milk or fruit juice and bake in a 
moderate oven (325*F.) for about an 
hour and a half or until tender.
